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Contractor group supports 


| - (COLUMBUS BUREAU) 
Some Cleveland-areacon- 
tractors are steaming about a 
series of articles in the Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer. And, to 
their concerns, they 
bought a full-page advertise- 
ment.in The CALL & POST. 
‘The Minority Contractors 
Association of Northeast Ohio 
(MCANO) bought the ad in 
response to a Plain Dealer ser- 
ies on minority business and 
the state's minority set-aside 
program. Entitled, “Behind the 
Mask,” the series alleged that 
the state's program was riddied 


- with minority firms which were 


actually “fronts” for white- 
owned businesses, particularly 
in the construction industry. 
HB 584 requires the state to 
set aside five percent of th 
value of all the state's construc- 
tion contracts and 15 percent’ 
of all contracts for goods-and 
.services for award to minority 
businesses (MBEs). In addi- 
tion, the law requires white 
construction firms contracting 


with the state to award seven 
percent of the work which is 
subcontracted to minority 
businesses. 

“The MBE program is super 
for legitimate businesses,” 
Lioyd Johnson, president of 
MCANO, said. “The major 
probiem is the financing of the 
enforcement of the law. The 
resources are spread too thin 
to.do what they're supposed to 
do. 

Robert Finch, vice-president 
of MCANO, agreed with John- 
son's assessment of the pro- 
gram. “There was some truth to 
the articles, but we know that 
the ‘state is attempting; to 
resolve the problems. Al- 
though there are come fronts, 
that does not mean that the 

rogram has not been a suc- 
cess,” Finch argued. : 

Finch noted that, in the con- 
struction awards for the W.O. 
Walker Rehabilitation Center, 
two of the members of 
MCANO--North Shore tron 
Way and United Ready Mix--

received set-aside awards from 
the state. In all, minority firms 
will receive over $12 million of 
the estimated $55 million 
awarded on the project--over 
22 percent. 

Although Johnson and 
Finch both admit that the prob- 
lem of fronts is widespread, 
they believe there has been an 
effort in the state's program to 
eliminate the fronts. 

tn addition, they believe that 
there has been a marked 
increase in set-aside activity in 
northeastern Ohio in the past 
two years. 

“The Celeste administration 
has been very helpful to us, and 
we don't want to see a dark 
shadow cast on it by some- 
thing that was done in the 
past,” Finch said.

Though there are no limits--nor should there be--on the 
inventiveness of those who would narrow or limit the 
effects of a Supreme Court decision which they find repug- 
nant; there are, however, limits based on good sense and 
good faith. 
Sen. Orrin Hatch (R-UT) has recently proposed an 
amendment to Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964. This 
amendment--which is disguised as a “simple codification” 


of the “Hyde Amendment--threatens the integrity of the.. 


1964 Civil Rights Act and seeks to use this important and 


_ historic legislation for which so many bled and died as a 
basis for having Congress declare that civil rights protec- 


tion begins at the moment of conception, contrary to rul- 
ings of the Supreme Court. 

If this amendment is allowed to pass, it would open the 
door for the Civil Rights Act--which was enacted (we might 
remind Senator Hatch) to enforce the constitutional right 
to vote, eliminate discrimination in. public accommoda- 


. tiqns, protect the constitutional rights of all Americans in 


public facilities and public education, and prohibit discrim- 


ination in employment -- to become little more than a vehi-- 


cle for every controversial cause. We believe that S522, The 
Abortion Funding Restriction Act, has no place in the Civil 
Rights Act. -——— 

Moreover, we sense that this rush to action on S522 is a 


- thinly-veiled effort to confuse the critical debate over the 


Civil Rights Restoration Act and will interfere. with Con- 
gressional efforts to restore longstanding laws protecting 
the rights of minorities, women, the-disabled, the old and 
the young. 

We urge the abandonment of this il-advised assault on 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964. ; 


Casey vs. Copelan 


Terry Casey, executive director of the Franklin County 
Republican Party, has emerged as a defender of the pub- 
lic’s purse and the elections process. Unfortunately, he has 
done this in regards to the candidacy of a Black woman, 
Cathy Copeland, for the post of Executive Director of the 
Franklin County Board of Elections. - 


Casey has rated Ms. Copeland a “zero” in administrative 


experience and elections knowledge. He argues that such a 
person should not be placed in a position of responsibility 
for overseeing a $2 million budget and 40 full-time staff 
members: ;

from_receiving the appointment, since. the ‘Secretary of 
State (a Democrat) breaks all ties at local boards of elec- 
tions. However, as Chairman of the board, he has threa- 
tened to set Copeland's salary so low that she would, in 
effect, be working for nothing. 

it seems that when Blacks are being considered for key 
positions, the issue of “qualifications” always enters into 
the picture. Apparently to Casey, Copeland’s experience as 
chief assistant to the Franklin County Commissioners and 
as an assistant coordinator in the Office of Litter Control 
as well as her Master's degree in Public Administration--are 
insufficient to qualify fer for this post. Not only that, but it 
appears that, if Casey can't get his way legitimately, he will 
get it by virtue of his powers as the chair. 

Of course, Casey said that “Don Spicer's probably paint- 
ing this as racist.” Spicer didn’t say anything about his 
position. We would never presume to argue such a posi- 
tion; after all, we have been told it is simply a matter of 
“qualifications.” However, Black people also recognize 
that excuses are always given by those who would impede 
our progress. It appears that such is the case right now. 


Black Democrats’ wrain 


in recent months Gov. Richard F. Celeste’s judicial 
appointments have been the topic among many Black 
Democrats around Ohio who have been wondering when 
they were going to get their share of the pie. 

Celeste drew the wrath of Toledo residents when in Feb- 
ruary he by-passed a qualified veteran Black judge and 
appointed a friend with less qualifications to a vacancy on 
the Sixth Ohio Courts of Appeals. 

Lucas County Common Pleas Court Judge Robert V. 
Franklin was the senior judge on the bench and highly 
recommended as the replacement for Andrew Douglas

In Franklin County, although Celeste has reportedly 
seriously considered Blacks for judicial appointments, no 
annointments have been forthcoming. There are no Black 
Democrats on any court bench in Franklin County. 

The argument that there are no qualified Black attorneys 
is stale. Keeping in mind that appointments are made based 
on the candidate's presumed ability to win an election, the 
noticeable lack of a Black appointment is suspect, and 
Celeste’s appointees have no track record to boast about. 
Celeste will run on his record in 1986.

“A vanishing breed, or a devel- 
oping breed?”

To judge from his proposed 
budget, President Reagan 
sees the need for investment in the 
weapons of war. He has asked 
Congress for a record $313.7 bil- 
lion for the Defense Department-- 
up eight percent even after infia- 
tion over last year. His defense 
budget stresses longterm plan- 
ning to develop the fighting forces 
of the future. 


But the Président apparently 
sees nO comparable need to invest 
in the future of our nation’s 
children—especially minority and 
poor children. While his military 
spending soars, the President 
proposes to cut another 5.2 billion 
from critical programs that help 
poor families and youth. His child- 
ren’s budget sacrifices the long- 
term dividends that could be 
yielded from an investment in 
youth in favor of short-term sav- 


ings that will barely make a dentin 
the huge budget deficit. 

The longterm impact of these 
short-sighted cuts is easy to pre- 
dict. Children and families who are 
denied these basic supports will 
end up costing society more inthe 
long run. Many child who do 
not care or 


get preventive , 
adequate nutrition will end up with 
costly health problems; many 
youth who do not get adequate 
job training or educational oppor- 


tunities will end up on the streets. 
on drugs, or in jail. 

Under the President's long 
range budget projection, children 
will lose a total of $37.6 billion 
through 1990.

We at MCANO feel that we have been partners with your 
administration in providing tangible benefits to minority com- 
munities across the state.

Xavier U. president 


pushes UNCFschools |

Norman Francis, president 
of Xavier University in New 
Orleans, Louisiana, delivered a 
message of both distress and: 
hope to the estimated 1,000 
business, civic, and commun- 
ity volunteers who gathered at 
the Hyatt Regency April 3 to 
kickoff the 1985 United Negro 
College Fund (UNCF) cam- 
paign. 

Francis, who is also UNCF 

President, noted that the Pres- 
ident's Commission on Excel- 
Jence in Education, of which he 
had been a member, pointed 
out that “for millions of young 
Americans, the system (of pub- 
lic school education) wasn't 
working as well as it should,” 
and that the minority school 
population had been “least 
well-served" by the schools. 
__ Yet, Francis also expressed 
“concern that in our rush to 
achieve excellence, we should 
not forget equity’--our effort, 
as a society, to give each child 
a fair chance to achieve his or 
her potential. 


Francis painted a picture of 
Blacks as a people “making

progress falling backward,” 
noting that the percentage of 
young Blacks finishing high 
school actually dropped two 
percent in the last 15 years; the 
number starting college has. 
dropped three percent; the 
percentage of Black students 
enrolled in college today has 
dropped from a high of eight 
percent to only 4 percent--the 
same level as 1972; and the 
median income of Blacks 
compared to whites has 
regressed to the 1960 level. 

Jn this environment, Francis 
calls it a “myth” that “there is 
no tonger a need for institu- 
tions like the institutions in the 
United Negro College Fund,” 
arguing that the schools are a 
“national treasure” in their 
training of approximately 40 
percent of all Black college 
graduates in the United States. 

Francis was heartened by 
the support the UNCF has 
received in Columbus, con- 
gratulating the integrated 
crowd as a model for the UNCF 
fundraising effort nationwide.

Reportedly, he then entered a 
rear office and opened fire on 
Charles Armstrong Jr., the 
paper's 24-year-old circulation 
manager. The bullet lodged in 
his throat, according to 
reports. 


A long-time employee of» 


Metro News, who asked not to 
be identified said that Arm- 
strong Jr. is in serious, but sta- 
ble condition at Michael Reese 
Hospital. “Charles says he saw 
the gun and put his hands to 
his face,” said the employee. 

Evans, a rejected former sui- 
tor of Armstrong’s daughter, 
then entered the inner offices 
where he found Armstrong, Sr. 

- ina hallway. He then allegedly 
fired the fatal shot, hitting 
Armstrong in.the chest. Arm- 
strong was pronounced “dead 
on arrival” at the Michael 
Reese Medical Center, which is 
just a few blocks from.the 
newspaper office. 

According to police, Evans 
ran into a darkroom after the 
shooting, and grabbed a con- 
tainer of photo processing liq- 
uid. He drank a portion of the 
liquid, before fleeing to the 
Southside Chicago neihbor- 

hood. 

The gunman was found by 
police, sprawled in an alley 
near the newspaper's office. 
He was suffering from internal 
burns, caused by the acid-like 
chemical photo fixer. : 

,According to authorities, 
Evans underwent surgery at 
Cook County Hospital for 
chemical burns to his esopho- 
gus and stomach. He is 
reported to be in serious 
condition.

-entered the newepaper office 
before with a gun and making 
threats. During that time, he 
allegedly abducted Patricia, 
Armstrong's daughter, from 
the office and carried her to the 
parking lot. Before being dis- 
suaded, he fired several shots 
into the air. 

She also added that the 
entire Armstrong family h ad 
become involved, including 
having Evans arrested, barring 
him from their home and 
guarding Patricia against him. 
“Everyone knew something 
was going to happen--nothing 
worked,” said the employee. 

Armstrong had a long, and 
often controversial, career as a 
newspaper publisher, which 
began with his newspaper in 
Harvey as the Chicago South 
Suburban News, in 1965. He 
was noted for taking unpopular 
stances on issues that threa- 
tened the rights of Black peo- 
ple and the underdog. His 
methods were often questi- 


oned, but he got results in his 


hard 
philosophy of journalism. 

Born in Nashville, Tennes- 
seé, in 1923, Armstrong was & 
strong believer in education. 
He was a graduate of Parker 
High School (now Robeson) in 
Chicago and after a hitch in the 
U.S. Army completed his stu- 
dies at Fisk; University, where 
he graduated with honors in 
1950. He continued graduate 
studies «at Chicago's -DePau! 
University. Later, Armstrong 
became a teacher in the Chi- 
cago public school system, 
where he remained for a 
number of years as a history 
teacher. : 

Always aware of the inequi- 
ties in the world, Armstrong 
was forever speaking out about 
the injustices which continued 
to smother a race of people. He 
thought the answer was 
through the political arena. He 
held severat local leadership 
positions in the Republican 
party. He was precinct captain 
and president of the 4th Ward 
Republican Organization from 
1961 to 1962. Armstrong ran 
for Alderman of the 4th Ward in 
1963, but was unsuccessful in 
his bid for : 

Although his political aspira- 
tion was not as successful as 
his newspaper career, Arm- 
strong was very active and de 
dicated to his profession. He 
was along time member of the 
National Newspaper Publish- 
ers Association, a national 
Organization of black news-

The winter is over, and 
spring is here at last. From 

every golf course you will hear 

the words; Fore! Someone will 

step onto the tee take out a lit- 

tle white peg, a golf ball, tee it 

up, pull.the driver from-the bag 

and swing at the ball and hope 

he didn’t, quit on the shot and 

hit it out of bounds. That fear 
would be lessened if the golfer 
has put in some time on the 
practice range. 

Ali the worlds top golfers will 
tell you after they have played a 
round of golf that only a few 
shots have been struck per- 
fectly, the rest were hit slightly 
off center of the clubface. Even 
so the ball came off straight 
enough and in many cases 
earned the applause of the gal- 
leries. This means that the 
golfer’s search for perfection 
40es on, and the only place he 

vill find it is out on the practice 
ground. 

When you are out on the 
practice range remember you 
are there to. build up your 
swing rhythm, you can’t simu- 
late actual pressures or condi- 
‘tions there, but you can play 
shots that you think you will 
have to play during your round. 
Thirty minutes on the practice 
tee with twenty five balls anda 
maximum concentration is 
worth two hours of thoughtless 
slugging with a thousand balls. 
Always pick a target to aimat, it 
can be atree, a bush, a patch of 
brown grass, anything. This 
will stop the temptation to try 
and out hit each successive 
shot. The purpose of practic- 
ing is to develop a repeating 
swing to hit the ball straigh at a 
consistent length. Practice 
from good lies unless you are 
trying to play a particular shot. 
Hit from level ground to groove 
a repeating swing which is all 
golfis, arepeating swing: once 
it repeats, you can make it 
work for you, no matter how it 

looks. 


Don't practice with ‘old. 
________semis-shaped dirty golf balls, the 


dimples are there fora purpose 
and when a ball is damaged, it 
seldom flies true and can mis- 
lead you into thinking you are 
hitting the ball incorrectly. 
Why spend ten minutes hitting 
balls then take twice as long 
looking for them? Hit clean 
balls. 4 
Make your practice sessions 
interesting-or-you-will become 
.bored and careless. Set targets 
for yourself, such as when 
ironing out achipping problem 
place a ball on the ground:a few 
yards in front of you and try to 
chip ten or twelve balls into a 
three foot circle around that 
ball. For the golfer who has a 
habit of quitting on shots prac- 
tice hitting from the rough, the 
grass will offer resistance to 
your clubhead, forcing you to 
hit down and through the ball. 
Also forcing the club through 
in this manner helps streng- 
then your golf muscles. 
Unfortunately far too many 
golfers thoughtlessly practice 
their faults. Never approach 
the practice tee without a pur- 
pose or a problem to be solved. 
If the problem is a serious one
